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Putting the 'Ability' in Sustainability

Sustainability experts now know the most effective 
actions we as individuals can take to mitigate the negative 
impact on the environment and reduce our individual carbon 
footprint, and it isn't electric cars and recycling. 

Scientists now say the highest-impact action one can 
take to reduce the carbon emissions contributing to climate 
change is actually an inaction - either don't have children or 
have one fewer child than planned. 

Having children isn't exactly the same sort of lifestyle 
choice as, say, choosing to drive a Prius, but aside from bringing 
one less consumer of natural resources into the world, is there 
anything else that can match that degree of proactivity in 
reducing C02 emissions into the atmosphere? Not really, but 
there are some less drastic ways to approach the issue. 

The next high-impact practice is not switching to an 
electric car, but deciding to live car-free. Again, highly effective, 
but not as feasible to many of us. 

With these top two options for saving the planet 
essentially being the top two non-options for many of us, 
it's our responsibility and our duty to adopt as many of the 
other sustainable practices as possible, many of which can be 
reasonably practiced, every day, by even the busiest of us. 

Recycling is a given. If you're still throwing plastic 
water bottles into the trash instead of the recycle bin, you're out 
of excuses. And if you have already accepted that recycling is 
now mandatory as we face a future of landfill closures and the 
equivalent of a garbage truck full of plastic being dumped into 
the ocean every minute, then it's time to take the next step in 
carbon footprint reduction. 

One action of moderate impact is to simply stop eating 
meat. It takes 2,400 gallons of water to produce just one pound 
of beef. The beef industry is the No. 1 consumer of freshwater 
in the world, and even giving up eating meat just one day per 
week reduces as much C02 emissions as driving 1,600 miles in 
a combustible engine car. Further still, if you replaced all your 
beef meals with chicken, this would lead to a reduction of 882 
pounds of carbon emissions.

And if you forewent just one round-trip trans-Atlantic 
flight this year, you would reduce carbon emissions by 1,571 
pounds.

what are some other small but important steps you can 
take? Skip the straw. The U.S. alone uses up about 500 million 
plastic single-use straws every single day. Straws literally suck 
because they never fully degrade; rather, they break down into 
bits and pieces and wind up in every level of the food chain. 

You can also remember to bring your cloth bags with 
you to the market and keep a few reusable grocery bags in your 
trunk for those impromptu shopping stops. Plastic grocery bags 
are vile contributors to pollution on so many levels, from the 
disgusting sight of them stuck in tree branches and bushes to 
the 12 million barrels of oil it takes to make the nearly 100 billion 
bags we use each year. They also take at least 500 years to break 
down. 

We also really need to reduce our use of Styrofoam and 
plastic disposable cups from the coffee shop. We use about 500 
hillion one-use disposable coffee cups every year. 

Another good place to start is to take the EPA's carbon 
footprint calculator at https: / / www3.epa.gov/carbon-footprint- 
calculator/ to see where you can better save on greenhouse gas 
emissions (and money) and reduce your household's overall 
impact on the Earth.

But with declining participation, once as high as 150 entries but 
more recently down to 50, the committee decided to invite the 
public to the Rochester Fire Station on April 14 to see just what 
it takes to build a boat. The result was a very decent turnout and 
palpable excitement that seemed to infect the children and the 
adults who came to talk about the race. River fever! 

Stopka said that years ago all the boats were wooden 
and rather heavy, but today with modern materials such as 
foam and fiberglass, they are quite light and handle more easily. 
Of the race he said, ''What with X-box and cell phones, it's a 
different world today." Yet for those in attendance - many who 
will be first-time participants - the idea of building a boat and 
testing one's mettle in the race is a tradition they want to be part 
of. 

Rochester resident and member of the Conservation 
Commission Daniel Gagne was there to learn about building a 
boat with two very enthusiastic chums, his son Blake, 10, and his 
young pal Corielle Wilkinson, age 9. 

"I've made boats in Cub Scouts and I saw a video in 
school that showed the entire race," Blake said. He'll be building 
a boat with the help of his dad and grandfather, David Gagne 
of Plainville. Grandfather and grandson will partner up in one 
boat. Wilkinson, who will be working with Daniel Gagne, said, 
"I'm a little nervous," but after watching the racers as they came 
into the finish line in previous years, she's ready to try her luck. 

And that is one of the major draws of this annual event 
- the teams. 

Many teams will be comprised of a parent and child, 
brothers and sisters, cousins, or friends. It is that human 
connection that makes this race so special. It's tradition. 

Kelsey Collasius is a returning racer who began her 
career at the water's edge with her dad. 

"When I was little, we actually stopped along the way 
and had a picnic before going on," she said laughing at the 
memory. Now she takes the race rather seriously. "The goal is to 
reach the end of the race before all the hot dogs are gone!" 

Collasius said it takes a good racer about three to three- 
and-a-half hours to complete the timed event. She'll be returning 
to the race this year with her dad after several years of racing 
with a female friend. 

Collasius said that practicing is a huge and "super 
important" part to completing the race. "You're taking a long 
boat down a narrow little river.... When you get swamped, you 
lose time."

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Stopka said that constructing a boat takes about 25 
hours, and the boat averages between 16 to 18 feet long and only 
a mere 9 inches high, making them easy to handle but subject to 
swamping. 

Tom Richardson of Mattapoisett attended the open 
house with his daughter. Summer, age 12. 

'T've always loved boating and I built a 16-foot 
skiff before ... I wanted to do this race myself!" The father 
and daughter team will practice, and with Summer's ballet 
background, the strength of her core coupled with her dad's 
strong arms will surely prove a righteous pairing. 

Art Benner knows a thing or two about the race; he's 
been involved since the 1950s, is the committee chairman, and a 
holder of the title "Old Man of the River." 

"My parents took me to see the race when I was a kid," 
Benner said. 

According to Benner, one of the most critical parts 
of the entire event is the work done by the timekeepers and 
spotters, who call in the race number and time as each boat 
comes across the line. 

"It's a combination of computers and manual records," 
said Benner. "We double check everything." 

It is a timed race with boats advancing into the water at 
the start located at Snipatuit Road at the abutment at Grandma 
Hartley's reservoir, with one launched every minute. 

David Watling, whose great-uncle James Hartley 
started the race back in 1934, said that Hartley had been 
overseeing a 4-H project that required the children to build 
boats. After the boats were completed, he decided to test them 
on the river; hence, the race was born. Watling said that there 
are four portages along the course - two where bogs interrupt 
the river's flow, another at Rounseville Road, and a final slog at 
Wolf Island Road. Then it's downstream into Mattapoisett. 

But Watling said that this year might prove extra 
challenging with the number of trees that have blown down 
from winter storms. 

"We've had to be careful in the past about cutting down 
trees in the wetlands," he said. But with 70 trees needing to be 
removed before race day, the committee has its work cut out for 
it. 

Adding to the flavor of this all-American event is the 
ham and bean supper a couple of nights before the race. Watling 
said that in recent years, the Fire Department has lost money on 
the supper so he was eager to get the word out.

The proceeds from the supper are used to offset race 
expenses. The ham and bean supper will take place at the 
Rochester Council on Aging at 5:00 pm on May 26. 

There is also a raffle this year. The committee is raffling 
off two 20-ounce paddles. Compared to standard paddles that 
weigh in at around 3 pounds, these beauties will certainly make 
someone's river race experience much easier.

The team has been 
competing together for four years, and this is their second trip to 
Globals. 

The Lightning Bolts members are Theo Cecil, Eva 
Hartley, Matthew Kennefick, Aleeya McCarthy, Grace McCarthy, 
Alice Prefontaine and Andrew Wronski. 

This year, the team chose a Fine Arts challenge in 
which they were required to write, direct, and perform a two- 
act musical play The play, about an explorer who unwittingly 
stumbles upon a portal to another planet and infects the 
inhabitants with what proves to be a fatal disease, is told 
through parody and with ingenious costume design. The team 
designed skirts using hula-hoops and plastic container tops, 
which took almost 80 hours with a hot glue gun. 

Jennifer McCarthy, one of the team's founders and 
mother to current team member Grace, said, "I'm excited 
for them. Last year, I thought it was a once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity, but then they did so great this year." 

The competition encourages and reinforces cooperation 
and creativity This team has been together since third grade, 
has grown as a team, and knows each other very well.

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and making the costumes, the team must design and build the 
set, which at times involves hours of work on an idea that may 
not actually be incorporated into the final project. 

DI challenges highlight how well a team works 
together. Cecil related a story of the Lightning Bolts from 
the 2017 Globals, in which the team competed in the Instant 
Challenge. 

"In an Instant Challenge, they are in a room with 
judges and given a task to perform," Cecil explained. "The team 
is judged on how well they work together, creativity, and how 
well they solve the challenge. The team does not know the task 
when they walk in the room and have to think quickly to solve 
it... challenges are timed. Last year at Globals, this team placed 
second to China (by .25 of a point) for the Instant Challenge, so

they were second in the world at their age level." 

Cecil's daughter Alice said she liked being part of the 
team because it allowed her to be friends with people she might 
not otherwise be grouped with at school, adding, "You see 
different sides of people - it brings out your creative side and I 
like that!" 

To reach Globals, a team must compete and win at the 
local level in Dennis Yarmouth High School and the regional 
level at Worcester Polytechnic Institute. The trip to Knoxville, 

TN is an expensive one - the team's project must be brought 
to Maine where it will then be shipped with other teams' 
projects to the University of Tennessee. The teams will travel 
to Tennessee and stay in the dorms for the duration of the 
competition.

example. For centuries, doctors drilled holes in our skulls to 
release the demons, the cause of headaches and of mental illness, 
because back then we thought, ''Gosh, that really makes sense."

A lot 
of people - including a big chunk of Congress - deny climate 
change is happening. And I'll never get over just how many 
people will share a Facebook post that states that in X amount of 
days the moon with replicate itself 37 times and be visible from 
Earth, a phenomenon that won't be seen again until the year 
2345. 

And we all thought the Internet was going to make us 
smarter. Sure, the Internet gives us 101 do-it-yourself project 
idea for pallets, and now anyone with a smartphone can 
disprove any person's ludicrous claim faster than he can finish 
saying ".. .It's true, I saw it on the Internet." 

Back in 2004 when the Internet was still a novelty, 
being connected online made it possible for me to notice that 
my 15-month-old son was showing signs of autism. I was able 
to research what autism was, find local resources for support, 
locate doctors, clinics, and learn about available treatments. 

I understand desperation in relation to health. I've 
lived without health insurance and I've sat at a big round table 
as specialists and doctors diagnosed my baby with autism, a 
condition that couldn't be 'cured.'

I 
even wanted to believe them, spending hundreds on different 
vitamins, fish oils, digestive enzymes, and probiotics. That 
scarier stuff - chelation, injections, herbs that couldn't be 
properly regulated or verified -1 couldn't justify the risk. 

But that was a long time ago. I know better now. 

And that's what we say when we think about the 
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barbaric practices of trepanning, bloodletting, and lobotomies. 
That was a long time ago. We know better now. 

But there's still a problem. All of us don't actually 
know better because somewhere out there right now someone 
is forcing their Autistic child to drink (and even take in the form 
of toxic enemas) an industrial bleach as a way of curing autism, 
'discovered' by a man who claims he was sent from a "Planet of 
the Gods" in the Andromeda galaxy. Somewhere there is another 
parent buying into one crackpot woman's false claim that 
her particular fermented cabbage water can cure a number of 
different conditions and even reverse the symptoms of autism, 
Down syndrome even, and other "special needs" disorders, and 
making their Autistic child drink it while actually making her 
physically sick and dehydrated from excessive sodium intake.

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deposited by vaccines in the bodies of autistic children, even 
though the doctor who recklessly declared that vaccines cause 
autism had his medical license revoked and eventually retracted 
his claim. 

Groups with ominous names like ''Defeat Autism 
Now" and "Generation Rescue" tout chelation as a safe, essential 
treatment for autism with "proven scientific benefits." 

It's mind-blowing what we humans cling to out of sheer 
desperation. 

The pseudoscience of chelation therapy as an autism 
treatment is administered via IV, sprays, drops, and suppositories, 
and results in some serious side effects like headaches, vomiting, 
convulsions, fever, and a sudden drop in blood pressure.

organized, resulting in systemic barriers to the individual 
- negative perceptions and exclusion, both intentional and 
unintentional. Here it means society is the main contributing 
factor that 'disables' people. 

Autism may include sensory, intellectual, and 
developmental variations that can cause functional impairment, 
but as Identity-First Autistic puts it, "these do not have to lead 
to disability unless society fails to take account of, and include 
people regardless of their individual differences." 

But where do we begin to change all that? It could 
begin, for starters, with the medical professional. As the doctor, 
we parents of newly diagnosed Autistic children look to you 
for information, and when you tell us, "Your child has autism," 
you are essentially setting us up with the perception that that 
is negative, a disorder that is a defect in my child's brain - as if 
he would be someone else without this disorder. Perhaps this 
paradigm would decrease some parents' desperate attempts to 
cure their child's autism with dangerous pseudoscience instead of 
accommodating the Autistic child's unique needs in this life. 

So, society, it seems that the 'cure' starts with us and 
with our perpetuated ignorance-based approach to disability. 
And that can't be treated with a glass of pee or a fermented 
vegetable, or bloodletting. We need another 'cure' for autism like 
we need another hole in the head.

Board Signs Bond Anticipation, Renews Another 

Marion Board of Selectmen

The Marion Board of Selectmen on April 11 authorized 
a new bond anticipation note (BAN) for $2,233,000 - the 
estimated cost to improve one of the sludge lagoons at the 
wastewater treatment plant. 

Town Meeting had voted two years ago to approve 
the sum, said Finance Director Judith Mooney during the 
special meeting held that Wednesday afternoon, adding that the 
$2,233,000 is an approximate total for the project. The actual cost 
could vary slightly once the time comes for the Town to finalize 
the bond with the lender. 

The board renews its outstanding BANs on an annual 
basis until the actual cost of the project becomes known and that 
final cost can be borrowed in the form of a bond. 

'Tou don't want to borrow the full amount if you don't 
have to," said Mooney. 

Town Administrator Paul Dawson said the BAN'S low 
interest rate of 1.75% is undoubtedly due to the Town's AAA 
bond rating. 

Selectmen also voted to renew another BAN totaling 
$2,650,056 - a preexisting BAN for the Great Hill water tower, 
the fire pumper truck, and the Mary's Pond well replacement - 
effective April 19,2018 to October 19,2018 with an interest rate 
of 1.65%. 

Dawson, Mooney, and Treasurer Gary Carreiro advised 
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the selectmen that by renewing the BAN for only six months, the 
Town could then combine it with an existing $5.5 million bond 
for the police station and Benson Brook water tower when it is 
ready for refinancing in October. 

Combining the new BAN with the bond could save the 
Town over $300,000, "'Which is pretty substantial," Mooney said. 

"We're always looking for refunds," said Mooney, and 
if interest rates remain low, the Town will follow through with 
the refinance and combining of the BAN. 

The last time the Town refinanced a bond was in 
2010, saving the Town about $500,000 on the Sippican School 
renovation project. 

Gonsalves Now Resigns as Tree Warden

Former Selectman and now former Tree Warden Steve 
Gonsalves has resigned from his elected position as tree warden. 
Town Administrator Paul Dawson announced during the April 
17 Marion Board of Selectmen meeting. 

In his April 10 letter to the board, Gonsalves simply 
stated that he was resigning "effective immediately" and 
provided no further information. 

Gonsalves could not be reached the night of April 17 
after the meeting and did not return a voicemail request for 
comment in time for deadline. 

Gonsalves resigned as selectman on February 22 after 
a bout of contention with the other two selectmen and the town 
administrator, but had in a follow-up interview expressed 
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enthusiasm for continuing to serve the Town in the capacity of 
tree warden. 

The board accepted his resignation and will begin 
accepting letters of interest in the position by Marion registered 
voters, who can be appointed to serve until next year's annual 
election when that appointed person may run for election for the 
remaining one year of Gonsalves' three-year term. After that, a 
run for election for the full three years may follow. 

Anyone interested in serving as tree warden may 
contact the Board of Selectmen through a letter of interest. 

In other matters, the board approved the process for 
a wetlands delineation at the end of Benson Brook Road in 
preparation for the scheduled construction of one of the three 
sludge lagoons at the wastewater treatment plant. 


The area, specifically, is near the water tower where 
an existing leaf pile abuts the site where construction will 
commence. 

"To move that we need to do a wetland delineation 
... because there are wetlands back there and we need to make 
sure we do this properly so we don't further complicate things," 
Dawson said. 

Also during the meeting, the board approved Susannah 
Davis' request to place two benches and a trash barrel near the 
retention ponds at Sprague's Cove, now that the proposal has 
received approval from the Conservation Commission. 

An accidental "melding" of two articles on the warrant 
was pointed out to Dawson, he said, and quickly rectified 
because the printer had not yet printed the warrant. The warrant 
was temporarily removed from the Town's website, but it is now 
back on for residents to view ahead of the May 14 Annual Town 
Meeting at 6:45 pm at the Sippican School. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of Selectmen is 
scheduled for May 1 at 7:00 pm at the Marion Town House. 

Budgets Advance to Town Meeting Warrant 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

The work of crafting a municipal budget is not for 
the faint of heart. Consider the numerous details each Town 
department must document - from pencils to life saving 
equipment, from salaries and pay scales to heavy equipment, 
from fresh water production to sewer systems - and the word 
'daunting' comes to mind. As Mattapoisett Town Administrator 
Michael Gagne said, "Rome wasn't built in a day or with 
municipal funds." 

Yet the bigger picture that all the numbers and 
calculations add up to is quality of life. And for the Mattapoisett 
Board of Selectmen, quality of life along with making the 
numbers work was evident when they met with various 
department heads to review FY19 budget proposals on April 17. 

Take for instance the Highway Department. Highway 
Superintendent Barry Denham proposed a FY19 budget of 
$775,604, less than 1% over FY18 that stood at $730,000. But 
before long, the conversation turned to matters much more 
aesthetic, much more historically significant to the community - 
protecting the arch stone bridge on River Road. 

Denham said the bridge had sustained some damage in 
March when a long-haul tractor-trailer driver attempted to cross 
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the bridge but couldn't make the turn. He said he had tapped 
the services of Jon Connel of Field Engineering to study the 
north approach to the bridge to try and come up with a solution. 

Selectman Tyler Macallister thought that with the 
completion of the two commercial solar fields on Crystal Springs 
Road, truck traffic would decrease making it unnecessary to 
spend money now on studying a new approach. Denham, 
however, thought, "At least we have to find out" what can be 
done. 

Selectman Paul Silva questioned why additional 
signage couldn't be posted that would limit the size and weight 
of trucks on the bridge. But Denham didn't think additional 
signage would adequately resolve the problem. 

Returning to the issue of the bridge later in the evening. 
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Silva said, "I agree we've got to maybe do something with the 
turn there, but the bridge isn't geared for that kind of traffic." 

Gagne said he'd look into whether or not a local 
ordinance was possible, one that might limit truck traffic as well 
as impose possible fines for drivers found in violation of size 
and weight restrictions. Silva said, "I want to protect the bridge 
as much as we can." 

Denham also discussed continuation of roadway 
improvement projects, noting a pavement overlay on Acushnet 
Road was planned. Denham also said the Highway Department 
roadway improvement list included drainage projects at West 
Hill Road and LeBaron Estates, as well as pursuing grant money 
for the reconfiguration of the intersection at Brandt Island Road 
and Route 6. 
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The Highway Department barn renovations were 
discussed with Denham pointing out how the structure could be 
modified to add two new bathrooms, office space, and a break 
room. He estimated the cost of the repairs at $225,000. 

The selectmen and Gagne discussed another area 
where quality of life came into the equation when Gagne said 
that the state office overseeing the senior housing in town 
wouldn't support paying for a generator. 

Silva said, "We can't have our seniors freezing." 

Gagne said he wanted to look into having an 
interconnect system installed on the property to allow a portable 
generator to be put in place in times of power outages. He said 
that during recent storms, first responders were faced with the 
possibility of having to evacuate the residents due to lack of 
heating. 

Selectman Jordan Collyer said a letter should be sent 
to legislators asking for their assistance in getting someone at 
the state level to assist. Gagne was instructed to send a letter to 
Representative William Straus. 

On the theme of quality of life and safety, Gagne said 
he wanted to advance a bylaw at Town Meeting that would 
make it illegal to push snow off private property onto public 
ways. He said it was a safety issue for all concerned. The 
selectmen were in agreement. 

Also coming before the selectmen was Harbormaster 
Jill Simmons for the Waterfront Enterprise Fund. She described 
the level of destruction the wharves, floats, pilings, and ramps 
had sustained over the harsh winter season before discussing 
the need for appropriate watercraft. 
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Simmons said the harbormaster boat had also 
sustained damage and reiterated what she has shared in other 
meetings - that it is not the right craft for the types of activities 
her department is tasked with doing. She said she wanted to 
propose a bond at Town Meeting for approximately $134,000 to 
purchase a boat. Simmons also said that a boat for shallow water 
work was also necessary given the inlets and close shore duties 
she is faced with. 

Gagne agreed that a small boat for shallow waters was 
needed, but that the issue of a larger safety boat was more all 
encompassing. He said that revenue sources and grants needed 
to be researched, but that infrastructure work needed on the 
wharves needs to be included in the budget discussion. 

Silva said, ''You have to look at the whole package," 
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and asked Gagne to take a deeper dive into the harbormaster's 
budget proposal. The Waterfront Enterprise Fund budget 
proposal for FY19 is $241,665 versus the FY18 figure of $234,883. 

Police Chief Mary Lyons presented the Police 
Department and ambulance budgets with modest increases. FY19 
is penciled in at $2,201,639, $27,802 over FY18. The ambulance 
proposed budget shows a $6,378 increase from FY18 to $377,172 
for FY19. 

Mattapoisett Public Library Director Susan Pizzolato 
met briefly with the selectmen presenting a budget proposal of 
$468,716, $19,816 over FY18. 

Rounding out the evening was the Water and Sewer 
Departments budgets. Henri Renauld, superintendent, said 
he would be asking Town Meeting to approve the purchase of 
some 200-plus acres of land situated near well No. 2. He said 
the purchase price of $250,000 could be achieved through a 
combination of funds raised from grants in partnership with the 
Buzzards Bay Coalition, Mattapoisett River Valley Water District, 
and approximately $150,000 from the Town of Mattapoisett. 

Renauld also discussed the new water supply system 
available to landscapers that allows them safe access to water for 
their business activities. He said landscapers simply needed to 
contact the office, but that the process required yearly inspection 
of tanks used in the transportation of fresh water for a small fee. 

Silva said that this was a relatively safe way for 
landscapers to access the water they needed for their businesses. 
He said it was not a moneymaker for the Town, but a solution to 
businesses needing to secure water. 

The Water Department budget proposal as presented by 
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Renauld for FY19 is $2,333,719 versus FY18 $1,951,407, and the 
Sewer Department FY19 $2,337,465 versus FY18 $2,318,394. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for April 24 at 6:30 pm in the town hall 
conference room. 

FY19 School Budget Up 1.1% 

Mattapoisett Finance Committee

As the Mattapoisett Finance Committee works toward 
finalizing the Town's fiscal year 2019 budget for the May 14 
Annual Town Meeting, Town Administrator Michael Gagne 
along with members of the FinCom met with local school 
administrators on April 12. 
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Seated at the conference table to discuss and explain the 
working fiscal spreadsheets were Old Rochester Regional School 
District Superintendent Doug White, ORR Business Director 
Patrick Spencer, and Mattapoisett School Committee member 
James Muse. Also present was Principal Rose Bowman. 

Gagne began by pointing out that all parties had been 
working diligently with Spencer to achieve a budget proposal 
saying, "We've worked on several budget variations ... taking 
into consideration enrollments ... and the need for STEM (Science, 
Technology, Engineering, Math)." 

Spencer went on to say that two classes in the 
Mattapoisett School District would be eliminated based on 
declining enrollment. He said that average class sizes for 
kindergarten through Grade 6 would be between 16 and 21 
students per class after eliminating the two classes. Total FY19 
decreases from class consolidations equaled $53,726. 

Bowman said the instrumental music instructor for Old 
Hammondtown School would not be returning in the fall, giving 
the administration an opportunity to hire a teacher with less time 
in grade for a lower salary equaling a decrease of $22,136. She also 
said the schools needed two nurses at all times throughout the 
day, increasing that line item by $30,606. 

And there were other increases that nibbled away at 
proposed savings. 

White said, "We've spent a lot of time on English and 
Math.... We now need a jump start on STEM exposure." He said 
that a STEM coach "will work directly with the teachers and the 
students." 

Bowman added, "The new standards require spending 
more time developing units and there is an excessive amount of 
materials with labs.... This coach will co-teach Grades K-5 with a 
whole new focus which is critically important." 

Finance Gommittee Ghairman Pat Donoghue interjected, 
"Tve talked about reducing teachers; you're adding STEM and 
nurses.... It seems like the reductions are at the lowest pay levels." 

Spencer responded, "There are no retirements 
planned.... The reduction in teachers is coming from those with 
less then three years." 

Donoghue said, "I thought we'd save on salary ... this is 
not what I expected to see." 

"This is a negotiation year," said White. "You've got to 
give us leeway to negotiate." 

Gagne cautioned, "Once Town Meeting votes, they (the 
schools) are going to be locked in; everything will be set," adding 
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that he advised the school budget committee to build in a buffer 
for union salary negotiations. 

Regarding early education funding, White said, "'Betsy 
DeVos (U.S. Secretary of Education) is looking to move all those 
funds and send them to private education (charter schools)." 

Circling back to the question of declining enrollment, 
Gagne said, "Fve been given an initiative by the selectmen to 
look at space needs. We'll set aside funding to look at enrollment 
trends and space needs." 

He said a drill-down on whether the town needed one 
school or two was necessary before consideration of building a 
new town hall. 

"We need to definitively answer that question," Gagne 
said, adding that it would be three or four years before the Town 
would be ready to make a final decision, and that retiring debts 
ending between 2024 to 2026 are needed for any conversation 
about construction needs, "So we can't get too far ahead. It gives 
us time to look at enrollment trends and predications." 

The proposed local school budget shows a 1.1% or 
$76,785 increase over FY18 that stood at $6,917,439. FY19 is 
pegged at $6,994,224. 

The FinCom also reviewed the FY19 Capital Items list 
that contains 19 possible expenditures, including new heavy 
equipment for the Highway Department and needs of the Fire 
Department. 

No. 1 priority is $260,000 to design, engineer, and 
gather project estimates for a new fire station. No. 2 on the list is 
$27,000 for new bulletproof vests. Gagne said a matching state 
grant would allow the Police Department to buy these essential 
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safety items. 

Further down on the list is $91,000 for two new police 
cruises, $125,000 for improvements to the town barn, and 
$60,000 for technology upgrades to local schools. 

The work of the Finance Committee rests now in 
tidying up the FY19 budget proposal for the May 14 Town 
Meeting. 

The Mattapoisett Finance Committee will meet again 
on April 19 at 6:30 pm in the town hall conference room. 


Board Majority Sides With 324 Front Street Abutter 

Marion Planning Board 
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Not everyone on the Marion Planning Board was 
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ready on April 17 to interfere with the 324 Front Street appeal 
that resident Peter Douglas lodged with the Zoning Board of 
Appeals, but the majority of the board felt that a response to the 
ZBA's request for comment should be a strong recommendation 
to review the volume calculations of Christian Loranger's 
condominium project, which Douglas presented as being 
egregiously deflated by Loranger. 

The argument is the interpretation of the zoning bylaw 
pertaining to the footprint of a replacement non-conforming 
structure, which cannot exceed the footprint of the prior non- 
conforming structure. Furthermore, Douglas - and now most 
board members - insists the intent of the bylaw precludes the 
use of basement and attic space as additional living space if it 
was not used as living space in the original structure; however. 
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they recognize that bylaw does not distinguish between 
'Volume" and "sub-surface volume." 

According to Douglas, Loranger is using basement and 
attic space as additional living space within the four-unit condo 
development. 

Douglas (and most of the board) also feel that the terms 
"basement" and "cellar" are not well-defined in the bylaw when 
it comes to usable living space. 

When Douglas announced that his scheduled appeal 
hearing with the ZBA for that Thursday was to be postponed 
until May 24 at the request of two ZBA members, the Planning 
Board responded with a couple gasps and 'wows.' 

"Must not be important," commented board member 
Norm Fiills, who had drafted a response to the ZBA to revisit the 
volume calculations Loranger submitted. 

Douglas said he had theories as to why the hearing was 
postponed, and he offered up a bit of speculation, but Planning 
Board member Andrew Daniel hesitated to entertain it further. 

"I don't think we should hear about speculation," 
Daniel said, "I think that would be inappropriate." 

Douglas was still allowed to make further comment 
on his case, and he insisted it wouldn't be out of place for the 
Planning Board to take the position that the bylaw should be 
interpreted as above-grade volume as the only allowable volume 
- barring a special permit - which Loranger did not require 
under the application he submitted. 

But Douglas and the board acknowledged the two 
possible interpretations of that bylaw. 

"There are many, many issues like that that need 
clarification [in the existing bylaws]," said Planning Board 
member Steve Kokkins. 

Planning Board member Will Saltonstall pointed to the 
bylaw codification subcommittee that is currently reviewing 
such bylaws that are considered subjective in language and 
interpretation, saying, "The bylaw codification committee did 
specifically look at these issues ... that are questions that came 
about as a result of some of the interpretations of this case..." 

"They are actively looking at those.... They're a priority 
for sure," said Saltonstall. 

Planning Board Chairman Eileen Marum, who is also 
on that bylaw codification subcommittee, gave her interpretation 
that volume applied only to what was in existence in the prior 
structure before reconstruction, "unless ... a different footprint is 
authorized by a special permit by the ZBA." 
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As the discussion continued, Daniel questioned why 
the board was involving itself with this particular case as 
opposed to other recommendation requests from the ZBA. 

"'Why would we dive this deep into this particular 
case? We have a ZBA and a zoning official... What is really the 
role of the Planning Board to insert itself into this particular 
case?" 

Hills simply stated, because the ZBA asked for their 

opinion. 

Marum said, "You drive down the street and you look 
at that structure, I mean, it towers above all the houses.... You 
have people gazing down in your backyard ... this is a quality of 
life issue." 

Saltonstall said it would behoove the board, "To at

least say something.... A potential misalignment of the volume 
calculations that the Zoning Board should look at carefully, 
and take action swiftly.... I think we need to make an official 
response and it could just be, Zoning Board, do your job ...!’ 

Marum said alleged miscalculations could have put the 
project 33% over the allowed volume. 

"Ym afraid that by doing this we're stepping on a 
bunch of different toes," said Daniel. 

Planning Board member Jennifer Francis voiced her 
own concerns about the project. 

"This is a case where there are some major issues," she 
stated, saying the board should make its feelings known to the 
ZB A, ".. .and not just a wishy-washy recommendation. There 
appear to be some serious errors that have been brought into the 
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project and we need to do something. It concerns me that we're 
waiting until May... In the meantime, construction is going to 
continue and I'd like to raise the question, what can we do to 
stop construction until this is resolved?" 

Not much, said Hills. 

"This could be setting a precedent," said Marum. "If 
this ... development slips through, there may be others in the 
future and other neighborhoods could be impacted. I don't think 
there's anyone in this town that hasn't gone by this site." 

Marum wondered if the Planning Board could 
somehow find a way to stop further construction until the ZB A 
hearing in May, although the board conceded it could not. 

"They're asking for a recommendation ... so we have 
to make a substantial recommendation ... to please review," said 
Marum, adding, "You can't use a basement and you can't use an 
attic." 

A number of residents had words of opposition about 
Loranger's project, including Judith Rosbe who said, "People in 
town are really just outraged at this structure...." 

Bill Saltonstall said, "This is kind of a bad dream for 
me because I've seen all this happen before under the same 
provision ... at Cottage Street where the same developer built 
the condominium at the corner of School Street...." 

Continuing, Saltonstall stated, "I think 'basement' and 
'cellar' in the past were two different things. A cellar was below 
grade.... A basement was a different kind of a thing - high 
enough to have windows, to have a doorway, and to be used 
as a living space. We lost track of that difference, there's just no 
reason ... an old cellar without any living space in it... should 
be used as a basis for the area and the volume of the replacement 
structure. That's just crazy and it shouldn't happen - We've got 
to get on top of this bylaw and improve it - This is the second 
time around and it shouldn't happen again..." 

Resident Hans Ziegler asked what remedies are 
available should Loranger complete his project before the ZBA 
reviews the appeal. 

"Whatever the Zoning Board or town counsel or a 
judge decides," said Will Saltonstall. "It just makes it tougher 
as the building continues to be constructed.... On another level, 
they could rule ... [to] take the top floor off it." 

But time is of the essence, added Saltonstall, adding 
that he was surprised to hear the ZBA delayed its hearing. 

Either way, said Douglas, he would be there on 
Thursday to express the urgency of the matter and argue 
that Loranger's volume data "is completely inaccurate," and 
cautioned all Town boards: "You leave yourselves to being open 
for being seen as responsible for ... yet another Cottage Street," 
adding that anyone who doesn't "fight tooth and nail" against 
the project is "a badge that they will wear for a very long time to 
come." 

Marum, as a member of that bylaw codification 
subcommittee, reassured everyone, "I am concerned ... about 
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this particular development and I will be at the meeting on 
Thursday ... and I will be making a comment because I don't 
think you can allow a building like this ... to continue. This is 
the second one and we need to get a handle on this. It's just gone 
too far." 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board is 
scheduled for April 30 at 7:00 pm at the Marion Town House. 

Park Benches Coming to Sprague's Cove 

Marion Conservation Commission

Residents who walk their dogs over to Sprague's Cove 
will soon have a spot where they (and their dogs) are welcome 
to sit and enjoy the view for a while. 

The Marion Conservation Commission has allowed 
resident Susannah Davis' request for two benches to be placed 
at two locations at the Town-owned property, pending final 
approval by the Board of Selectmen, the overseeing authority. 

"We have a group of about ten people who walk their 
dogs at the beach every morning," Davis said, "and pretty soon 
we will not be able to use that property because the beach is 
blocked off from dogs." 

The next logical place for people to walk, said Davis, is 
over by the Sprague's Cove retention pond. 

"It's a great space and it's there and it's accessible and 
the people who are there would be very grateful to have a little 
spot to land," Davis said. 

There is a picnic table there now, Davis pointed out, 
"And that got us through the winter, but moving forward this 
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seasonal. Talk to you veterinarian about diet changes, 
medications and allergy testing to determine what 
may be the most helpful for your pet.

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seems like such a win-win for everybody." 

Davis also requested that a rubbish bin be placed there 

as well. 

A private donor has offered to provide two new 
benches, but if that does not work out for whatever reason, 

Davis said, the Recreation Department has offered two used 
park benches that need a bit of work. 

Also during the meeting, the commission approved 
the Notice of Intent for the Mektukquaamsett Improvement 
Association and issued an Order of Conditions to repair a storm- 
damaged Association pier at the end of Reservation Way. 

"Yeah, it's all torn up," said commission member Shaun 
Walsh. "You really roll the dice when you walk down there [on] 
those boards..." 

The entire 60-foot length of the pier will be repaired, 
for now - nothing fancy - and ultimately replaced, according to 
Diligent Marine Services of Fairhaven. 

"It's a rickety old, very lengthy dock and pier, and it's 
a safety issue at this point," said Walsh. "Some of the boards 
are pretty worn out and some of them cracked. It just takes one 
person to step..." 

The original 3-foot wide pier was built in the 1960s and 
would require an amendment to the Chapter 91 license in order 
to change the design, the commission pointed out. 

In other matters, the commission gave a negative 
determination for the Request for Determination of Applicability 
for MassDOT to install a 5-foot wide sidewalk with granite 
curbing along Route 6 beginning at the Mill Street intersection 
and down west to Main Street. 

The commission chose to hold off from issuing a 
Certificate of Compliance to Michael Zinner, 538 Point Road, for 
the completion of seawall repair, in order to inspect the site. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for April 25 at 7:00 pm at the Marion 
Town House. 

Sippican Budget Ready for Town Meeting 

Marion School Committee

The Marion School Committee approved the 
Sippican School fiscal year 2019 school budget on April 11, and 
Superintendent Doug White gave an overview of the FY19 
budget and its driving factors. 

The FY19 budget rings in at $6,058,909 - a 2.19% or 
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$129,800 increase over the FY18 budget. Driving the budget 
were some increases in staff contractual agreements accounting 
for $53,519, as well as an increase in staffing for integrative 
technology at $26,659, and an increase of $22,800 in physical 
education to bring that position up to full-time in order 
to bolster the school's health program within the present 
instruction. 

Other increases include the contracted services 
line item up $23,729, special nursing up $34,033, and special 
education transportation up $44,932. 

In all, the district decreased the special education 
budget by $159,000 with reduced out-of-district services and 
state-funded circuit-breaker reimbursements. Breaking it down 
further. White said spending on special education staff was 
reduced by $107,729 due to a shift in services and how the 
district can accommodate services within the building, a 50% 
reduction in that area of the budget. 

Overall, the special education budget is down 4.6% or 

$88,614. 

Contracted services in the district, including utilities, is 
up 30% or $157,985; however outsourcing its custodial services 
saved the district $107,000.

Business Administrator Patrick Spencer said some 
sources of funding have offset the budget, including grants of 
almost $120,000 and a number of revolving accounts, including 
the Principal's Account with $37,000 that provides further 
support for the budget. 

Assistant Superintendent of Curriculum and 
Instruction Elise Frangos highlighted further grant funding 
for the district, including $35,105 from the state to support the 
economically disadvantaged population at Sippican School, 
which was increased by over $7,000 from FY18. Funding such 
as this, she said, requires data from the district to the state to 
demonstrate that benefits from the use of such funding have 
been documented. 

"...We feel we get a lot of utility out of using these 
grants to support children and teachers," said Frangos. "There 
are indicators expressing to us that, while [the disadvantaged 
student population] can increase in our community, there is 
somewhat of a worry that these grants may disappear. That's 
something to think about." 

Total budget for special education is about $1.8 million, 
and $4.2 million is allocated to regular education and operations. 

"A lot of work went into the budget," said School 
Committee Chairman Christine Marcolini. "We're very proud of 
the things we're looking to support," she said, adding in a word 
of thanks to the Town for its support. "Thank you for listening 
and for really taking a good look at we are looking for next year 
in and supporting our vision." 

The next meeting of the Marion School Committee 
is scheduled for May 23 at 6:30 pm in the Sippican School 
community room. 

Students Present TEDx Talks at ORR 

ORR Update

During two of the high school's Bulldog Blocks last 
week, a group of over 20 students gathered in the media center 
to participate in the first annual ORRHS TEDx Talks. 

TED Talks have been held all around the world since 
the first event in 1984, hosted both by the TED organization 
and independent groups (like the students at ORR). "TED" 
stands for "Technology, Engineering and Design," while the "x" 
signifies that the event is independently organized. 

Seniors Alice Bednarczyk and Bella Rodrigues were the 
first to present with their subject on "Women in Science Fiction." 

"One requirement of the presentation was to do 
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something that covered gender," Bednarezyk explained. "Sci-fi 
has grown to be a very popular genre, with Mary Shelley being 
the one to kick start the genre with her novel Frankenstein. We 
wanted to examine how women have been portrayed in the 
genre." 

Bednarezyk and Rodrigues highlighted the major 
issues that have plagued female characters in both past and 
current sci-fi movies, which included looking at the tropes these 
characters fell into. One example was of the 'helper woman' who 
only serves to progress a male lead's arc no matter how strong 
they are, such as Sarah Connor in Terminator whose sole purpose 
for being important is that she is pregnant with John Connor. 

Aidan McLaughlin followed up with a discussion on 
"The Origins of Evil." He focused on the search to find the root 
of all evil so it could be better fought, and showed it was related 
to the Gender Politics Club's fight against sexism and bigotism. 

Freshman Spencer Perez-Dormitzer did his talk on 
"Women in Beatboxing," an activity he participates in. Along 
with his presentation, he gave some examples of his skills to the 
enjoyment of the audience. 

"[Women in beatboxing] was something I hadn't really 
thought of before, and I thought this was a good opportunity to 
do a little research and educate about a place in music without 
bias and gender roles," McLaughlin said. "My idea behind it 
was that everyone is doing something about women or other 
people being oppressed, and I figured I'd bring some positivity. I 
also tried to have a memorable presentation." 

In her introduction to her talk about feminism, 
freshman Payton Lord said, "Feminism is a growing movement, 
but with growth comes misinterpretations to what 'feminism' 
means." In her talk. Lord made it very clear that the definition of 
feminism means the equality between women and men, contrary 
to what many critics claim. She also provided the definitions of 
other terms that many people confuse with feminism: misandry 
(the belief that women are superior to men) and misogyny (the 
belief that men are superior to women). 

"If we're going to succeed, we need to stand as one to 
do so!" Lord said in her closing, summarizing why there needs 
to be less confusion on the matter. 

With the first ORRHS TEDx Talks complete, students 
now look to the future to plan the next round of presentations 
to give more students the chance to have their voices heard and 
educate their peers on a certain subject. 

"I hope that the opportunity to do this sort of 
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presentation continues because it's important for teens to learn 
how to research, assemble a presentation, and talk in front of a 
group of people in a low-stress environment," Bednarczyk said.

Last season wasn't typical Old Rochester baseball, 
finishing 10-11. They're without Sam Henrie and Will 
Hopkins, who've gone on to play for Southern New Hampshire 
University and Suffolk University, respectively.

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Shackles

Vazante. Starring Adriano Carvalho and Luana Nastas. 
Directed by Daniela Thomas. Running time: 116 
minutes. No MPAA rating. Now in select theaters and 
on streaming services. 

"Why do whites love ouija boards?" asks a 
particularly trenchant internet meme. "If they want to 
learn about demons they can just go to ancestry.com." 
Sharp, but not wrong. In Vazante, the first solo-directed 
feature by Brazilian filmmaker Daniela Thomas, we see 
some demons up close. In fact. Inti Briones' rich black 
and white cinematography ensures that we perceive 
every wrinkle, sty, nook and cranny in the faces of 
the oppressors and the oppressed alike. Pictorially 
Vazante (translating to English roughly as "ebb tide") 
is unimpeachable, and more than once I felt its images 
might enjoy a gainful second life in a coffee-table book. 
"That's lovely," I'd say, or "Ah, the poetry of the muddy, 
puddly ground underneath the bare, shivering feet of 
African slaves trudging towards the failing diamond 
mine where they work," and the aesthetics of the slaves' 
anguish outweigh, I am afraid, the politics or reality of it. 

I don't suspect or accuse Daniela Thomas of 
amoral motives. I simply think she fell inadvertently 
into a Riefenstahl-like elevation of an evocation of time 
and place through picture and sound, at the expense of 
conveying much emotion about what happened in that 
time and place. The similarly rigorously archaic The 
Witch seemed to unearth themes and modern resonances 
from the arid soil of its milieu. Vazante seems neutral, 
at best, about the inhumanity it shows us. The owners 
and drivers of slaves don't twirl their mustaches with 
wretched glee, like Leonardo DiCaprio in Django 
Unchained or even Michael Fassbender in 12 Years a 
Slave. Thomas has said she wanted to avoid the sort of 
exploitative, eroticized sadism of many slave narratives, 
and yet there's not much here to replace those tropes. We 
don't really get inside anyone's head. 

Worse, the plot carries a whiff of soap opera. 

At the start, the initial protagonist, slaveowner Antonio 
(Adriano Carvalho), arrives home to find that his wife has 
died in childbirth, as has their child. Despondent, Antonio 



drifts around for a while. Then he marries his 12-year- 
old niece Beatriz (Luana Nastas), while dallying with 
(well, technically raping) his slave Feliciana (Jai Baptista). 
Meanwhile, Beatriz develops her own thing with 
Feliciana's son Virgilio (Vinicius Dos Anjos), who may or 
may not be Antonio's son out of wedlock. Antonio lying 
morosely in his hammock becomes an almost amusingly 
frequent recurring image. So do scenes of Beatriz moping 
around Antonio's house. Frankly, the movie starts to 
seem padded out, and fetishistically devoted to its visual 
scheme. We're drawn to Beatriz largely because she's 
virtually the only one we see smiling ever, not that a dour 
countenance would be uncalled-for in this story. But it'd 
be nice to have some levity, some lightness, even some 
music (aside from sparse singing and some tones under 
the end credits, there is none). 

Vazante plucks at some plot threads only to 
lose track of some. The most egregious example is 
Lider (Toumani Kouyate), a rebellious slave nobody 
can understand because nobody speaks his language. 

We don't understand him either, because unlike the 
Portuguese-speakers in the movie, he isn't subtitled. 

His character barely makes sense — one minute Lider 
is saving the life of the interim master he's just escaped 
from, the next minute he's back in chains, eventually 
ending up insane and eating mud and meeting his fate 
offscreen. The disregard for Lider, easily the film's most 
intriguing creation, is chillingly thorough. Vazante wants 
to be a visual riff on the various souls destroyed by 
slavery, but it also can't help shaking out as a study of a 
white man's agony at being betrayed by everyone. There 
are memes about white people tears, too, though the 
movie's final scream of horror might actually be funnier 
than any of them. 
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a building committee that soon determined piecemeal repairs 
could never turn the building into a good Town Hall. The 
committee recognized that a full renovation of the building 
would be too expensive and looked into many alternative plans 
that would cost less. The present plan gradually evolved as the 
committee responded to comments from the citizens of Marion. 
The new proposal calls for reducing the size of the present 
building by demolishing the rear annex and renovating only 
the space needed for town offices. The extent of the renovated 
area was reduced to half the size of the present structure. The 
interior will be gutted to bare studs, brought up to code, and 
totally refurbished. The office layout will became more open and 
efficient and will require less than half the heating fuel of the 
present building. The building's exterior will have new doors 
and windows while classic details of the historic structure are 
preserved. Yes, the work is expensive, but after years of neglect, 
this project respects Elizabeth Tabor's incredible generosity to 
the Town and finally gives our municipal employees the fresh 
new office space they deserve. Please support this worthy 
project at Town Meeting on May 14.

Sippican Historical Society 

In 1998, the Sippican Historical Society commissioned 
an architectural survey of Marion's historic homes and 
buildings. The survey was funded one-half by the Sippican 
Historical Society and one-half by the Massachusetts Historical 
Commission. Because of the limits of funding, not all of the 
historic buildings were surveyed, but over 100 were catalogued 
and photographed. 

The results of 
the survey are in 
digital form on 
the Massachusetts 
Historical 
Commission's 
website and in 
four binders in the 
Sippican Historical 
Society's office 
(and at the Marion 
Town Clerk's 

office). Marion (Old Rochester) is one of the oldest towns in the 
United States, and the Sippican Historical Society maintains an 
extensive collection of documentation on its historic buildings. 
The Sippican Historical Society will preview one building a 
week so that the residents of Marion can understand more about 
its unique historical architecture. This installment features 8 
Spring Street. 

The Italianate building at 8 Spring Street houses 
the Elizabeth Taber Library on the first floor and the Natural 
History Museum on the second. Built in 1872, this building 
was the first of numerous gifts of buildings to the Town of 
Marion by Elizabeth Taber. She stated that her gift represented 
"a testimonial of my esteem and kind regards for the Library 
Association and Natural History Society and for the inhabitants 
of Marion, generally." She had the building insured for $4,000. 
By the late 1870s, the Taber Library and Natural History 
Museum had become a key component of the Tabor Academy
